Chandler, who has urged a su- 
preme command in the Pacific and 
Asia for MacArthur, was quoted 
by some colleagues as declaring 
that insufficient weight was being 
thrown against the Japanese. The 
more o fhis contention, the 
was that either MacA ) 
have more assistance or that he 
should be removed. 

Lecture on Secrecy. 

Before Chandler spoke, Barkley 
addressed Senate members on their 
failure to keep silent about yes- 
terday’s session, when first reports 
on the war zone tour by five mem- 
bers were submitted. 

Lucas read a Senate rule pro- 
viding for expulsion of members 
who divulge information obtained 
in executive sessions. ! 

Several Senators said they had 
heard little that had not already 
been made public. 

Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
also was scheduled to make a re- 
port to the Senate today. 

Senators Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia; Mead (Dem.), New York, and 
Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, sum- 
marized their conclusions at a 
closed session yesterday. The five 
Senators visited every war theater 
except Russia. 

Lodge Wants Bases in Siberia. 

Lodge told the Senate that if 
the Russians could be persuaded 
to open Siberian bases to Allied 
bombers a million American lives 
might be saved.

Coast Guard Officer Says Non- 
metallic Devices Slowed Allied .

JAPAN ADMITS POWERFUL U. S.

Of the: total, 1065 tons were 
dropped by American bombers and 
219 tons were dropped by the Royal 
Air Force.

More than 150 inhabited localities 
were captured in the Vitebsk drive 
where gains up to seven miles 
were made, the communique said. 
In the newly-opened drive that 
took Pt tom yenercess more than 
60 additional towns d hamlets 
were reported — — Novael., 
railway center, is only 70 milles 
from the Latvia frontier. 

Action Along Middle Dnieper. 

Front-line dispatches said tha 
major crossing of the Dnieper 
south of Pereyaslav, 50 miles be- 
low the Ukrainian capital city of 
Kiev, which may prove to be one 
of the decisive operations of the 
war, caught the enemy .by sur- 
prise and was carried out in four 
hours under the cover of darkness. 

Russian forces which formed 
the wedge in the Germans’ Dnie- 
per line were reported already to 
have organized at basic points, 
consolidated ground and enlarged 
the bridgehead for further cross- 
ings. 

Dozens of populated places al- 
ready have been captured on the 
west bank of the Dnieper at the 
central crossing and at the two 
others, north of Kiev near the con- 
fluence of the Pripet and Dnieper 
rivers and southeast of Kremen- 
chug between that captured city 
and Dnieperopetrovsk. 

First announcement of the cross- 
ings, made in a communique last 
night, was taken here to mean 
that the Red Army positions be- 
yond the Dnieper now are secure 
and that the battle is under way 
for the complete liquidation of the 
Germans’ main defense line and 
the occupation of Kiev. The sub- 
urbs of Kiev-on the east bank of 
the river, and an island in the 
Dnieper in front of the city were 
The cross- 
ings to the west bank opened the 
way for flank attacks. 

Desperate Fight by Nazis. 

“Our troops are extending the 
bridgeheads step by step,” the So- 
viet command said. “Fierce coun- 
terattacks are being repulsed with 
heavy losses.” 

Intensity of the fighting was 
emphasized by the Moscow an- 
nouncement that more than 8000 
Germans fell in the struggle for 
one bridgehead alone before the 
badly mauled enemy, striving “at 
all costs to hold up the Soviet ad- 
vance,” gave way. 

The Germans’ next natufal line

HITLER SAYS NAZIS 
WILL LOSE WAR I 
MORALE WEAKENS 


Tells Party “Leaders 


‘Weapons Alone Will 
Not Tilt Scales’ in 
Favor of Germany. 


BONDON, Oct. 8 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler told Nazi leaders gathered 
at his headquarters yesterday that 
the German people must not be 
permitted to lose morale, for if 
they did the war would be lost, the 
Berlin radio said today. 

“Weapons alone will not tilt the 


scales unless human will backs 
them,” Hitler was quoted as say- 
ing. 

“The party has never allowed 
itself to be discouraged by set- 
backs. Its power of action, hard 
resoluteness and extreme readiness 
to help provides the German peo- 
ple again today with moral back- 
ing and support, particularly in 
the difficult hours of air attacks. 

“If the German people preserve 
this morale which ‘they have 
shown on the battlefields and at 
home, the war can never be lost 
but must and will bring a great 
German victory.” 

Hitler promised the assembled 
leaders to “deal blows everywhere 
and never falter until our aim 
is reached.” 

Indicating the importance Hitler 
placed on the meeting, ‘Reich- 
leiters and gauleiters” were ad- 
dressed by such party and military 
leaders as Dr. Albert Speer, Minis- 
ter of Munitions; Dr. Robert Ley, 
leader of the German Labor Front; 
Field Marshal Gen, Erhard Milch, 
State Secretary for Aviation; Adm. 
Karl Doenitz, supreme commander 
of the German Navy, and Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler. 

“Defeatism is nonexistent among 
the German people,” boasted the 
Gestapo chieftain despite Hitler's 
obvious concern. 

“Tsolated cases of this kind will 
be eradicated without mercy,” he 
promised. 

Speer said that mass production 
must be increased and warned that 
“only the severest measures will 
see Germany through to final vic- 
tory.” 

Ley called for “as many emer- 
gency billets as possible for air 
raid victims” without regard to 
the shortage of building material. 


GERMANS REPORTED PREPARING 
TO BLOW UP PARTS OF ROME 


NBC. Correspondent Says Demoll- 
tions Already Have Begun East 
of City; Bridges to Be Wrecked. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP).—The 
Germans have begun , demolitions 
in the hills east of Rome and are 
preparing to blow up strategic in- 
stallations within Rome itself to 
delay the entry of the Allied armies 
into the city, NBC Correspondent 
Merrill Mueller reported in a Broad- 
cast from Italy last night. 

German wrecking crews are pre- 
paring to blast the bridges over 
the Tiber River where it runs 
through Rome, Mueller said, quot- 
ing an official adviser to Premier 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio. 

Also reported on the list for 
demolition are the capital’s rail- 
ways, viaducts, key highways, cer- 
tain large Government properties 
and the water and power system. 


GERMANS REPORT LANDING 
OF CZECHS IN YUGOSLAVIA 


‘Roof of Fire’ 


| Over Hamburg 
“After Bombing 


Exhaustion of Oxy- 
gen Smothered 
Many, Paper Says. 


By FRANK BRUTTO. 
BERN, Oct. 8 (AP).—The terrific 
Allied bombing of Hamburg which 
leveled that vital German port in 
early August was described today 


as a holocaust in which men, 
women and children fought against 
fire for the oxygen of the air with 
fire winning the battle as the 
flames soared to a height of six 
kilometers (3.7 miles). 

The Swiss newspaper Allgemeine 
Volkszeitung said that almost no 
one escaped in the heavily popu- 
lated area of many square kilo- 
meters on which the Allied planes 
planted a “carpet” of hundreds*of 
thousands of explosive and incen- 
diary bombs. 

A phenomenon resulted in which 
the fire drew the oxygen from the 
surrounding air, forming a con- 
stantly increasing “air chimney” in 
which the flames mounted higher 
and higher, increasing in violence 
and finally forming a compact roof 
of fire, the newspaper said. 

Exhausted Oxygen. 

This phenomenon was said to 
have developed to such an extent 
at Hamburg that the movement of 
the air was comparable to a 
typhoon—a gigantic force pumping 
air from all directions and the 
streets serving as conduits with 
flames rushing through them to 
meet the offered oxygen. A life 
and death struggle ensued between 
the flames and the people, the lat- 
ter inevitably losing. 

The fire, the newspaper said, 
consumed the last bit of oxygen in 
cellars and finally exhausted that 
in air raid shelters which at the 
same time were subjected to un- 
bearable heat. At the start of the 
bombing — when there was still 
time—the people did not dare leave 
the shelters to face the hail of 
flaming bombs. 

No Way to Safety. 

Hamburg authorities who direct- 
ed the clean-up work said only a 
small percentage of the population 
that dared flee when the attack 
started, escaped. A few minutes 
later the attacked area was en-

LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP). — The 
presence of American and British 
officers at Partisan headquarters 
was announced today by the Free 
Yugoslav radio a short time after 
German sources reported that a 
Czecho - Slovakian brigade had 
landed in Yugoslavia as the first 
Allied force to invdte the Balkans. 

These developments coincided 
with a broadcast by King Peter 
of Yugoslavia from Cairo last 
night in which he told his people 
“the day of deliverance is not far 
off” and called on them to cease 
quarreling and unite behind Gen. 
Draja Mihailovic and other na- 
tional leaders in the battle for lib- 
eration. 

The Nazi report of the Czechs’ 
landing, which came from Buda- 
pest by way of Stockholm and 
was unconfirmed by any Allied 
source, said the brigade went 
ashore on the Montenegro coast, 
south of Cetinje, either at Budva 
or Ulcinj, to co-operate with Par- 
tisan armies. Its commander was 
given as a Brigadier Rizicka, a 
former Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
Czech Army. 

No Details on Conference. 

The Free Yugoslav broadcast 
gave no details as to the number 
of Allied officers visiting Partisan 
headquarters but a previous re- 
port from Cairo said that several 
had gone to the headquarters of 
both Gen. Mihailovic and Josip 
(Drug Tito) Broz, leaders of rival 
resistance groups in Yugoslavia. 

Meanwhile, it was announced in 
Cairo that Yugoslav Partisans 
had beaten off German efforts to 
land on islands off Zara on the 
Dalmatian coast and on the island 
of Hvar, south of Split. 

A report reaching Stockholm 
through German sources’ and 
quoted by Reuters said Tito’s Par- 
tisan forces are now only a mile 
from Zagreb, that supply lines to 
that city have been cut and that 
heavy fighting is in progress, 

Tank Battle Reported. 

A Partisan broadcast reported 
in London said the guerrilla 
fighters had thrown tanks into the 
battle for the Istrian Peninsula 
near Jedreska, between Trieste 
and Fiume, and had destroyed 10 
German tanks and a plane and 
killed 65 German soldiers. The 
Yugoslavs said they lost four 
tanks.

Hoarders’ Canned Goods Stocks 
To Be Penalty-Free Under Book 4 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Those who still have stocks of 
canned goods piled up from pre- 
rationing days will not be penal- 
ized by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration when the new Number 
Four Rations Books are issued. 

OPA rationing headquarters ex- 
plained that the expense and red 
tape would not be justified. 

When hoarders were required to 
declare their caches of food before 
Ration Book Two was issued, the 
OPA found 75 million cans of pro- 
cessed foods were in hiding.

Nazis Strike at London by 
Night—R. A. F. Attacks

Bombers Lost.

LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP).—Ameri- 
can Flying Fortresses struck by 
daylight today at Bremen, Ger- 
many’s North Sea U-boat and ship- 
building center, after a _ night 
marked by heavy Royal Air Force 
attacks on Southern Germany and 
a sharp blow at London by a small 
number of German raiders. 

P-47 Thunderbolts supported the 
Fortresses in their assault on 
Germany's second largest port, the 
105th on Bremen, which last was 
hit by heavy bombers of the United 


States Eighth Air Force on June 
13. Bremen is the home of many 
great shipbuilding and industrial 
works, 

The British raiders sweeping 
over Southern Germany struck at 
Stuttgart, Friedrichshafen and 
Munich. 

Heavy cloud. formations pre— 
vented full observation of the re- 
sults of the R. A, F. operations, an 
Air Ministry communique said, 
but the German radio announced 
that extensive damage was inflict- 
ed on Stuttgart, where the junc- 
tion of eight mainline railways 
rivals its industries in importance 
as bombing targets. 

Besides blasting the three im- 
portant German cities, British 
planes laid mines in enemy waters, 
and the Air Ministry said seven 
aircraft were missing from the 
night's extensive operations. 

Thirteenth Blow. at Stuttgart. 

The raid on Stuttgart’s big mo- 
tor and electrical plants was the 
thirteenth of the war. 

Friedrichshafen, attacked by a 
lighter force of Lancasters, is the 
site of Germany's largest radio lo- 
cation plant. The city, which lies 
on the shores of Lake Constance 
across from Switzerland, was last 
bombed by the R. A. F. during a 
shuttle raid to Africa on June 21. 

Munich, bottleneck of rail trans- 
port to the Brenner Pass, suffered 
new destruction in a visit from 
light Mosquito bombers. It had 
been bombed by British and Amer- 
ican heavy bombers twice before 
during October. 

Swiss Report Damage. 

A Swiss communique said foreign 
planes had violated Swiss neutral- 
ity during the night and that ma- 
terial damage resulted to that neu- 
tral country from German anti- 
aircraft shells. 

Later, the Berlin radio said Brit- 
ish bombers had attacked localities 
on the Bay of Helgoland, suggest- 
ing the possibility that the targets 
of Mosquitos ranging into north- 
west Germany might have been 
Wilhelmshafen or Bremerhaven. 

It was stated authoritatively 
that last night’s deep penetration 
into Southwest Germany in the at- 
tack on Friedrichshafen was made 
in a roundtrip operation’ from 
Britain and that the lengthening 
nights provided sufficient cover 
for the return home. 

While the German attack on 
London was a comparatively minor 
affair, it was, nevertheless, much 
stronger than anything the Ger- 
mans had thrown against the Brit- 
ish ‘in many months, 

15 Germans Get Through. 

The Air Ministry said the Ger- 
mans were able to push through to 
London only 15 of 60 raiders which 
crossed the English coast before 
midnight and dropped § slightly 
more than 33 tons of bombs on 
the capital city. 

The London alert lasted approx- 
imately two hours and was one 
of the longest since May, 1942. 

British officials described the 
attack as a propaganda raid, ob- 
viously intended to take the Ger- 
man people’s .minds off their 
troubles. 

Bombs fell in several London 
districts, causing damage and 
some casualties and at the height 
of the fierce barrage, whose bright 
orange flashes dotted the search- 
light-streaked sky, firewatchers on 
rooftops were forced to take shel- 
ter from the falling splinters.

Will Recall Legislature, 
Which Failed to Vote 
Required Sum.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 8 — 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell today di- 
rected the Social Security Com- 
mission to exceed its allotment of| 
funds for the last quarter of this 
year by $126,666 and established 
the principle that. hereafter the 
commission's expenditures will be 
governed by current needs rather 
than a fixed allotment of the funds 
appropriated to it for the bien- 
nium. 

The Governor said this probably 
would result in exhaustion of the 
commission’s funds before expira- 
tion of the biennium, and, in that 
event, a special session of the Leg- 
islature would be necessary to ap- 
propriaie more money for relief 
needs. 

The extra $126,666 is to be added 
to the $8,286,683 of State and Fed- 
eral relief funds which had been 
allotted for October, November 
and December. The increase was 
recommended by Parke M. Banta, 
State Social Security Administra- 
tor. 

Legislature's Failure. 

The 1943 Legislature failed to 
pass additional appropriations de- 
clared necessary for administration 
of the social] security program in 
Missouri and payment of aid to de- 
pendent children, despite recom- 
mendations by the Governor and 
Social Security Commission and 
implied threats that failure ade- 
quately to supervise the program 
might jeopardize Federal grants to 
the State. 

The commission requested $10,000 
more for payment of aid to de- 
pendent children during the three 
months, half from State and half 
from Federal funds; $68,666 addi- 
tional for administration, all from 
State funds, and $48,000 for pay- 
ment of old-age pensions, half from 
State and half from Federal funds. 

AHlotments already approved by 
the Governor for the three months, 
from State and Federal funds, were 
$1,236,009 for aid to dependent chil- 
dren, $547,083 for administration 
and $6,616,000 for payment of old- 
age pensions, a total of $8,286,683 
for these activities. 

Salaries of 1000 Hiked. 

The Social Security Commission 
has granted salary increases to 
about 1000 of its 1375 employes, 
effective in September and Octo- 
ber, in an effort to halt a large 
turnover in its staff, due to em- 
ployes resigning to take jobs at 
higher pay elsewhere. This staff 
turnover and the loss of trained 
employes were cited before the 
Legislature last August in a futile 
effort to obtain an increase in the 
administrative appropriation. 

Banta said the increases granted, 
all to employes below the rank of 
executives and supervisors, ranged 
from $5 to $15 a month and aver- 
aged about $7.50 a month. Salaries 
of those receiving the increases 
ranged from $90 to $150 a month, 
averaging about $115, Banta said. 

The department now is operat- 
ing with less than a normal staff. 
The number of employes, formerly 
about 1600, has been less than 1400 
for several months, it was said.

WOMEN WHO TAKE ANY JOB 
AID IN WAR, SPEAKER SAYS 


Women whe take either full or 
part-time jobs in groceries, laun- 
dries, schools, hospitals, nurseries, 
hotels or restaurants are contrib- 
uting to the war effort as much 
fs those who take jobs in war 
plants, Miss Margaret Hickey of 
St. Louis, chairman of the Wom- 
an’s Advisory Committee to the 
War Manpower Commission, said 
today in a broadcast over Post- 
Dispatch Station KSD.

gate May Force Report 
if Group Fails to Act in 
Specified Time.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 8.—The 
Rules Committee of the Constitu- 
tional Convention made its report 
today, including a strong rule to 
prevent any committee from arbi- 
trarily refusing to act on proposals 
submitted to it, a common prac- 
tice in the Legislature which has 
resulted in many legislative scan- 
dals. 

The committee, of which former 
State Senator Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage is chairman, presented a 
rule under which any delegate 
may file a request for a report by 
a committee which has failed or 
refused to report by Dec. 17. If 
the report is not made _ within 
three days after the request the 
matter involved automatically is 
before the convention for action. 

In the Legislature a majority 
vote is required to take any matter 
away from a committee. If the 
proposed convention rule is adopt- 
ed no vote will be necessary, but 
on the contrary a committee must 
get a majority vote to obtain an 
extension of time. 

The rules presented fix Nov. 17 
as the deadline for introduction 
of proposals for constitutional 
changes, and all committees are 
required to make reports within 
30 days, or by Dec. 17. 

Proposals may come from com- 
mittees after that time or the con- 
vention by unanimous consent may 
permit a delegate to submit a pro- 
posal after the deadline. 

It is realized that some of the 
more important committees will 
be unable to complete their work 
by Dec. 17 and that extensions of 
time for them will be necessary. . 

To expedite business, the rules 
do not provide for routine refer- 
ence of proposals to committee of 
the whole, as was the practice in 
the last convention. A matter will 
go to a committee of the whole 
only: when such a motion is sup- 
ported by 30 delegates. 

The convention also may limit 
the time for consideration of any 
matter in a committee of the 
whole, thus limiting debate there. 
In a committee of the whole pro- 
posals may be amended, but they 
also may be amended after they 
go to the convention proper,

AIRPORT PROBLEM 
BEFORE COUNTY 
PLAN COMMISSION 


Consultant Says Resi- 
dential Areas Should Be 
Protected in Placing of 


Airfields, . —— 


The St. Louis County Planning 
Commission was to meet late to- 
day in its office in the Claymo 
Building, Clayton,. to consider the 
airport situation. The meeting 
was called by Conrad L Loesch, 
chairman, in view of the prospect 
that the St. Louis Municipal Air- 
port Commission will renew its 
search for a second airport site 
in the county, and of the commis- 
sion’s announced decision to aban- 
don the once-selected Columbia 
Bottoms site. 

“We don’t wish to tell the city 
where to build a new airport,” 
Loesch told a. Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “We only ask that sites 
should not be selected that will 
interfere with plans for county 
development.” 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, 
pioneer St. Louis planner of air- 
port development, in a statement 
published in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch, criticised the County 
Planning Commission and certain 
county interests for opposing sug- 
gested new sites. He said the 
county’s ‘interest in industrial de- 
velopment was identical with that 
of the city, and that if air devel- 
opment is impeded, “the time may 
come when we may not need any 
zoning.” 

“T am sure Maj. Lambert has 
no cause to find fault with our 
attitude,” Loesch said. “We are 
heartily in favor of the expansion 
of Lambert-St. Louis Field, and 
we haVe approved two other sug- 
gested sites.” 

The planning commission, at a 
meeting March 1, approved exten- 
sion of Lambert Field, declared 
Columbia Bottoms “an ideal site 
for a major airport,” and ap- 
proved also the Meramec Bottoms 
site, in the south central part of 
the county, reached by U. S. High- 
way 66 

10-Mile Separation of Fields. 

Other proposed locations, the 
planning commission said, were 
within 10 miles of Lambert Field 
or of one of the two other approved 
sites, therefore were held to be un- 
desirable. Federal regulations, it 
was stated, require six miles’ dis- 
tance between major airports, but 
it was held that with the use of 
larger aircraft, the circling radius 
of planes will increase, so that the 
future standard of distance may be 
as much as 10 miles,

sociates, planning consultants, of 
St. Louis. In submitting the recom- 
mendations, Bartholomew wrote: 

“Greatly increased air traffic in 
the future will require many air- 
ports, Badly located and improp- 
erly used airports can ruin great 
portions of the aréa of St. Louis 
County for residential purposes. 
New airports must be carefully 
planned if the welfare of the 
county is to be protected.” 


In his report, adopted by the 
commission, Bartholomew said: 

“The activity and noise asso- 
ciated with major airports will 
have a most adverse effect on resi- 
dential areas in their vicinity, St. 
Louis County is a residential area. 
Large commercial and industrial 
centers and their attendant traffic 
are incompatible with the most de- 
sirable county development. 

“Lambert Field has already been 
established as a commercial and 
industrial airport. It is too late 
to change its character. However, 
there is no reason to ruin the resi- 
dential character of St. Louis 
County by surrounding it with a 
chain of commercial and industria] 


-airports. 


“The major concentration of !fn- 


dustry is in the Illinois portion of 
the metropolitan area. Airports 
for express, freight, mail and com- 
mercial flying should logically be 
located in this part of the region. 
The land there is more adaptable, 
and sites for such terminals are 
available much closer to the cen- 
ter of regional commercial and in- 
dustrial activity, 


“Any new airport now located in 
St. Louis County should be used 
eventually only for passenger ser- 
vice and private flying. The large 
investment required for a major 
airport (between 10 and 15 mil- 
lion dollars) makes the location 
quite permanent. They will be a 
major factor in the organization 
and development of the county, 
and it is consequently most desir- 
able that their locations be fixed 
with some degree of certainty as 
quickly as possible, in order that 
county development be planned 
accordingly, and a harmonious ad- 
justment ensue.” 


St. Louis city officials have held 
that Illinois sites, in the vicinity 
of MacArthur Bridge, are not 
feasible for use by the City of St. 
Louis, because of legal and taxa- 
tion problems. The city’s experi-

On Tuesday Mitchell bombers 
scored. direct hits on enemy-oper- 
ated warehouses and foundries at 
Shihweiyao, the communique re- 
ported. No American losses were 
announced. 

A Chinese Army spokesman, 
Maj.

Lord 
Louis Bountbatten and American 
maval attacks on Japanese-held 
islands as the prelude to Allied 
action against Japan in all of 
Southeast Asia. 

Theng, a Chinese army spokes- 
man, predicted heavy blows 
against the Japanese in Burma, 
Indo-China, Thailand and Malaya.

BUFFALO, N. Y¥. Oct. 8 (AP).— 
George F. Addes emerged vic- 
torious today as secretary-treasurer 
of the CIO United Automobile 
Workers after a closely-contested 
election, defeating Richard = T. 
Leonard, member of the union's 
executive board. 

Delegates to the UAW-CIO 
eighth convention returned Addes 
to the position he has held since 
1935 in a roll call vote which re- 
quired three hours to complete.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
How airborne troops equipped 
with bazookas helped battle the 


Germans at Salerno was told yes- 
— by Maj. Gen. E. G. Chap- 
man, commanding general of the 
airborne command at Camp Mack- 
all, N. C., who has just returned 
from a visit to the Italian front. 
They were of “material assist- 
ance in relieving the pressure at 
Salerno,” Chapman said. He spoke 
especially of action at Altavilla 
and Avellino, two of the points 
at which airborne troops were 
dropped to help turn the tide. 

In addition to such regular 
arms as machine guns, carbines 
and grenades the airborne soldiers 
used the rocket-firing bazooka, he 
disclosed at a press conference. 

The bazooka, he said, was used 
“very efficiently, even to the 
point of taking on Mark VI 
tanks.” One commander of a unit, 


engaged in fighting the, big tanks 
with the rockets, complained that 
“these things keep bouncing off.” 
He announced a few minutes later, 
however, that he had solved the 
problem by letting the tanks go 
by, then hitting them in the rear 
where they are most vulnerable. 
Chapman related that in the 
Altavilla action on Sept. 15 one 
of the airborne units which landed 
behind enemy lines had in its per- 
sonnel a sergeant who had studied

Six German Divisions. 

Germans battling the Eighth 
Army included the famous Six- 
teenth Armored Division which 
bore the brunt of the fighting at 
Salerno and then was pulled out 
to fight on the east side of the 
peninsula, and the First German 
Parachute Division. 

The Sixteenth Armored Division, 
which was wiped out at Stalingrad 
and then reconstituted, now in- 
cludes many Alsatians, Czechs, 
Poles, Slovaks and Slovenes, it was 
said at Allied headquarters, 

Other German divisions along 
the front have been identified as 
the Hermann Goering, Twenty- 
sixth and Twenty-ninth Armored 
Divisions, and the Fifteenth Arm- 
ored Grenadiers. 

The Fifth Army, although less 
than 100 airline miles from Rome, 
is still 110 miles from the capital 
by railway and 125 miles by the 
Appian Way. 

Capua, a town of 10,000 today, 
was known as Casillium in ancient 
times. It has been the scene of 
many battles and was conquered 
by Hannibal in 215 B. C., after a 
long siege.

YANKS CRUSH NAZI 
COUNTERATTACK

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Oct, 7 (Delayed) (AP).— 
American troops broke up a strong 
German counterattack in savage 
hand-to-hand fighting today and 
clung to a position along the 
south bank of the Volturno River 
after .the heaviest battle that has 
developed on the Fifth Army 
front in more than a week. 

As the battle ended, there was 
speculation over whether the en- 
emy intends to make a stand 
along the river line. : 

The heavy fighting took place in 
a town north of Villa Literno and 
lasted throughout the day. A great 
artillery duel between guns massed 
on. both sides of the river is con- 
tinuing. 

Yank infantry, after moving out 
ahead of its.own armor yesterday, 
reached a railroad station inside 
the town and had barely settled 
into position before the Germans 
began laying down a heavy artil- 
lery barrage. 

Enemy infantry then crossed the 
river under cover of the shell fire, 
which continued until the Nazis 
were within hand-grenade range. 

Savage hand-to-hand fighting be- 
gan then. American patrols were 
forced to yield the northern part 
of the town, but the German at- 
tack was shattered and rolled back 
when it reached the main Ameri-

STRIKES TREASON: 
GREEN REPLIES 


Legion Head ‘Looking at 
Faults of Small Minor- 
ity, AFL Leader Tells 


Convention. 


. 


BOSTON, Oct. 8 (AP).—Warren 
H. Atherton, national commander 
of the American Legion, denouncea 
strikes as treasonable today, in a 
speech to the American Federation 
of Labor convention, and was told 
in a vigorous reply by President 
William Green that he was look- 
ing at “the inconsequential faults 
of a small minority.” 

If, said Atherton, itis treason for 
a soldier to refuse to use his gun, 
“then, too, it should be treason 
for a man who is fortunate enough 
to be on the home front to do 
anything that keeps him from get- 
ting that gun.” 


Green, in reply, said “those who 
seeR perfection in an emperfect 
world are doomed to disappoint- 
ment. But those who follow the 
pathway of reasoning and logic 
can look above and beyond the in- 
consequential faults of a small 
minority. We are-making a fine 
record in a most imperfect world.” 

Cites Pacific Train Strike. 

Departing frequently from his 
prepared text, Atherton said “I 
think the men who call strikes or 
participate in them under present 
conditions are rendering labor a 
very great disservice.” He cited a 
recent strike of Pacific Electric 
trainmen and said he did not know 
why they struck and “the public 
doesn't know why.” 

“We lost more planes and ships 
In those few days than the enemy 
knocked down in that week. I 
don’t know the trainmen’s de- 
mands. I am willing to concede 
they were absolutely justified.” 

But, he added, an arbitration 
court had delivered a _ decision. 
“Maybe it was wrong. I don't 
know. That isn’t the point. When 
the umpire calls a man out he’s 
out. He may be wrong, but the 
man is still out. That's the Amer- 
ican system.” 

Green said the AFL made its 
no-strike pledge out of “honest 
hearts” and added that the Presi- 
dent of the United States told 
labor it had kept that pledge 99 
and nine-tenths per cent. 

“That,” said Green, “was kept 
by imperfect men. I contend it is 
an amazing record and in an im- 
perfect world.” 

High Regard for Industry. 

Green went on to say that the 
AFL had a high regard for the 
men of industry “and we do not 
denounce industry as a whole for 
the sins of some in industry. We 
do not denounce all of industry 
because some steel company in 


America supplied our Government

Picked Up Off North 
Carolina by Coast Guard 
Cutter and Volunteers 


in Lifeboat. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP). — 
A Coast Guard cutter rescued 60 
members of the crew of the gun- 
boat Plymouth, sunk off the North 
Carolina coast Aug. 5, the Navy 
reported yesterday. 

Loss of the gunboat previously 
had been reported by the Navy in 
a communique which said the ves- 
sel sank after two violent under- 
water explosions. 

Members of the crew, the Navy 
gaid, were picked up from stormy 
waters by the Coast Guard cutter 
commanded by Lieut. Woodward 
B. Rich of Baltimore, and by a 
lifeboat crew from the cutter who 
volunteered to search for sur- 
vivors. 

Both the Plymouth and the 
Coast Guard cutter, not named by 
the Navy, had been assigned to 
convoy duty. 

The Navy reported that patrol 
bombers dropped liferafts near 
men in the heavy seas after the 
Plymouth went down and that the 
cutter turned to pick up survivors. 

The cutter slowed its speed and 
all men who could be spared lined 
the rails under direction of Boat- 
swain Robert Ridenour, York Vil- 
lage, Me., to pull survivors over 
the side. Strong winds whipped 
up high waves, scattering the men 
in the water, and it soon became 
apparent that the cutter could not 
pick up survivors and at the same 
time carry out its duties of séarch- 
ing for submarines in the vicinity.

FLY SAYS RADIO. 
PRACTICES LIMIT 
SPEECH FREEDOM 


FCC Head Asserts Bar 
on Sale of Time for 
Controversial Issues Is 
Prime Barrier. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP). — 
James lL. Fly, 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, said yesterday that the radio 
industry, under present policies, 
did not “allow healthy growth and 
expansion in the field of free 
speech,” and asserted “this great, 
young and. progressive industry 
must not bé frozen at any status 

uo.” 

Addressing a meeting of the 
Radio Executives Club, Fly dis- 
cussed restrictions on types of 
programs, on groups who may be 
heard, and on commentators. He 
said: 

“Those entrusted with the facili- 
ties of radio cannot impair the 
freedom-to-listen by restrictions 
imposed at the transmitter end.” 

He expressed belief a prime bar- 
rier to free speech on the air was 
a bar imposed by many stations 


and networks “on sale of time for | 


discussion of controversial issues,” 
aanerens this was “wholly out of 
keeping with American traditions 
of free speech which we have 
maintained for more than a cen- 
tury and a half.” 

Pointing out that there recently 
had been discussions about the 
policy of a network in regulating 
the expression of views by its 
news analysts, Fly said that while 
personal opinions should not be 
given in ‘the guise of news, “I can 
hardly see the reason why they 
should not be aired” if labeled as 


chairman of the 


opinions. 

“It is a little strange,” he said, 
“to reach the conclusion that all 
Americans are to enjoy free speech 
except radio commentators.” He 
added that “the ban on free com- 
ment by news analysts places them, 
and the radio industry at a serious 
disadvantage vis-a-vis the news- 
papers and other media.” 


Programs, Fly said, should not 
be barred “because they are in- 
tended to convey messages,” nor 
because of “the identity of certain 
groups that request time.”

ILLUMINATED SWEDISH SHIP

pedoed and sunk in the South At- 
lantic tn June, a ship’s officer re- 
ported here.

Prosecution’s Request for One 
More Preliminary Hearing 
Granted. 


NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 8 (AP). 
— final Magistrate’s Coyrt ses- 
sion tomorrow will set the stage 
for Britain’s ancient rituals o 
justice and America’s modern 
criminology to weigh the Crown’s 
case against Alfred de Marigny, 
charged.with murdering his fath- 
er-in-law, Sir Harry Oakes. 

Magistrate F. E. Field granted 
the prosecution’s request for one 
more preliminary session for pre- 
sentation of new evidence before 
de Marigny goes on trial Oct. 18 
before Supreme Court Chief Jus- 
tice Sir Oscar Daly. 

What the evidence will be was 
not disclosed. The case is the first 
in Nassau in which fingerprints, 
mjcroscopic and chemical analysis 
and other modern methods have 
figured. American detectives 
gathered this evidence. 

Oakes, possessor of a fortune 
estimated at 200 million dollars, 
and father of Mrs. Nancy Oakes de 
Marigny, was found dead July 8 in 
West Bourne, his Nassau home. 

De Marigny’s supreme _ court 
trial will be conducted by the 
wigged and robed chief justice who 
will copy all eviaence down in 
longhand. There are no court re- 


porters here. Attorneys also must 
wear wigs, while the prisoner will 
occupy a caged dock unless the 
court grants him permission to sit 
with his lawyers. 

A 12-man jury must vote unani- 
mously for a conviction but eight 
jurors can acquit one charged 
with murder. A conviction makes 
a death sentence mandatory. Exe- 
cution are carried out in a cell of 
the prison, with only official wit- 
nesses attending. A black flag is 
raised over the prison when the 
condemned begins the last walk. 
When the flag drops to half staff, 
the penalty has been paid. 


190 CRIPPLED AXIS AIRCRAFT 
FOUND ON TWO NAPLES FIELDS 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 8 (AP).—The Allied air 
command announced toddy that 
190 disabled enemy planes were 
found on captured airdromes at 
Capodichino and Pomigliano, the 
two principal air bases for Naples.

TALK OF FEDERAL 
SALES TAX HEARD 
AGAIN IN CONGRESS 


10 Pct. Levy Held Most 
Accessible for War 
Revenue — Uncertain 
on Public Reaction. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Despite determined administration 
opposition, talk of a 10 per cent 
Federal retail sales tax, calculated 
to funnel about six billion dollars 
into the Treasury, grew louder 
today. 

One member of Congress whose 
judgment on tax matters is highly 


respected, believes a majority of 
his colleagues on Capitol Hill con- 
sider this form of levy the most 
accessible for obtaining new bil- 
lions to finance the war, but they 
are not yet sure how their con- 
stituents feel about it. 

Those who are definitely for 
the tax include Representative Ta- 
ber (Rep.), New York, ranking 
minority member of the House 
Appropriations Committee, and 
Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, of 
the Senate Finance Committee. 

The sales tax bounded into the 
forefront of discussions on possible 
substitutes for the administra- 
tion’s 10% billion dollar new reve- 
nue program which called for 
heavy gates on individual and cor- 
porate incomes and on such luxury 
items as liquor and tobacco. Con- 
gress is in no mood to accept the 
administration’s plan, especially 
where it wotld increase burdens 
on individual income. 

A representative of the New 
York Board of Trade, M. L. Seid- 
man, put the sales tax issue for- 
mally before the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The administration’s opposition 
was voiced by Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Director Fred M. Vinson, a 
former chairman of the Ways and 
Means Subcommittee on Taxation, 
and Randolph Paul, Treasury De- 
partment general counsel. 

It was contended the tax would 
cause an 8 per cent rise in the 
cost of living. 

Vinson said it would break the 
wartime hold-the-line economic 
policy and open the gates wide for 
dangerous inflation. “Not only 
would we have wage earners press- 
ing for increased pay, irrespective 
of the Little Steel formula,” he 
said, “but farmers would insist on 
more money for their products.” 

Paul dismissed the sales tax as 
“the most unfair way to approach 
the problem.”

Use of High - Quality 
Newsprint in Govern. 
ment Magazine ‘Crim- 
inal,’ Congressman Says. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Colorfully illustrated magazinea, 
printed for the Government on 


high-quality paper, today went 
into the records ofea congression- 
al committee which heard testi- 
mony that further drastic cuts in 


newsprint use are inevitable. 

Harold Boeschenstein, formerly 
of Edwardsville, Ill, director 
of the Production Controls Bureau 
of the War Production Board, said 
reserve stocks of wood pulp would 
be exhausted by spring at the 
present rate of production and 
consumption, and newsprint mills 
already were operating 25 per cent 
below capacity because of a short- 
age of raw materials and man 

wer. 

“I would be less than honest,” 
he told a House subcommittee 
yesterday, “if I didn’t say much 
more drastic curtailments’ will 
have to be made.” New reduction 
orders already are being prepared 
by WPB, he said. 

Man Power Shortage. 

Boeschenstein said paper sal- 
Vage campaigns have been organ- 
ized and efforts made to have 
woodsmen given draft deferment 
as essential workers in an effort 
to step up production in paper 
mills, but that the requests both 
for deferment and for the use of 
War prisoners in the woods must 
go through the “highly competitive 
demand” for man power. 

Representative Wolverton 
(Rep.), New Jersey, brought out 
the magazines which he said were 
published for the Co-ordinator of 
Latin American Affairs. They were 
printed in several colors on “slick” 

per. 

“IT think it criminal to use paper 
like that when the same magazine 
could have been made on lighter 
paper. The Government sets up 
one agency to conserve and, at the 
same time, sets up other agencies 
that waste. 

Compared With Newspapers. 

“Think of this, compared with 
the paper newspapers are using,” 
he said. “Look at the type, space 
and beautiful margins. Look at 
the beautiful printing.” 

He opened the magazine to a 
two-page picture of President 
Roosevelt, then flipped over to a 


stmilar picture of Vice-President} 


Wallace with the observation, “No- 
body’s been overlooked.” 

Chairman Boren (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, of the subcommittee said 
the Treasury was “one of the worst 
offenders” in using paper. 

Boeschenstein said steps weré 
being taken. His own report to 
the committee was single-spaced 
on both sides of inexpensive paper. 

He said production in Canadian 
mills was 28 per cent below 1941 
and was 25 per cent behind in 
United States mills. More than 
per cent of the wood pulp reaching 
United States mills goes for indus- 
trials uses and manufacturing 
other than newsprint, he said. 

WPB officials said a “more rigid 
policy on appeals” from publishers’ 
newsprint quotas will be adopted 
in-an effort to conserve the paper 
supply. 

“Are most of the complaints of 
publishers directed at curtailment 
of newsprint or at the alloca- 
tions?” asked Representative 
Myers (Dem.), Pennsylvania. 
“Haven't all the papers been gen- 
erally satisfied to take the cut if 
they were convinced it was neces- 
sary and equitably applied?” 

“That’s right,” said Boeschen- 
stein, “with a few vociferous ex- 
ceptions.”

litical Cleavages Also Must Be Adjusted—| 


No British - Russian Agreement Which

HE latest issue of the important semi-monthly magazine, War 
T= the Working Class, is remarkable for the emphasis it devotes 
to problems of international relations among the Allies and for 
its constructive approach to what is described in one article as “Real 


and Imaginery Differences.” 


Instead of raising the usual clamor for a second front, this issue 
offers, for the first time in any responsible Soviet journal, a. careful 


analysis of the general situation. 


The articles cover a broad field 


from campaigns against Russia in the isolationist press of the United 
States to the operation of the Allied commission in the Mediterranean 
and the question of treaties and other agreements between the major 
powers of Europe and smaller nations. 


Harry Hopkins is chided, for ex: 
ample, for his statement in an 
American Magazine article, that 
the war will continue for two more 
years. 

Modern war means much more 
than merely military operations, 
the journal points out. It alters 
ways of living of all peoples, 
sharpens internal differences and 
sets in motion social processes 
which often run completely beyond 
the control of governments in 
power. 

It cites the overthrow of the 
Czarist empire and the emergence 
eight months later of a new form 
of government which has survived 
the most severe test that could be 
given—with the full force of Hit- 
ler's military machine. 


Social Cleavages. 

Since this war, it says, differs 
from the last both in fury and in 
the destructive capacity of forces 
involved, there is reason to believe 
that social and political cleavages 
are becoming even more  pro- 
nounced as hostilities go on at 
greater length than in 1914-1918. 

To Hopkins it suggests that this 
development must be considered in 
estimating the duration of the war, 
whose conclusien is not exclusively 
a military determination. Signifi- 
cantly, the unsigned article does 
not once mention the second front. 

The only place the “second front” 
occurs in the whole issue is in the 
observation that the American 
isolationist press is making “pro- 
vocative” demands for opening of 
a second front by the Soviet Union 
in the Far East. 

Some suggestion of the lengths 
to which the Soviet Union is pre- 
pared to go in basic co-operation 
in European affairs is contained 
in an interesting analysis of the 
problems of -the Mediterranean 
Commission. 

This analysis quotes with ap- 
proval a London Times editorial 
saying the proposed commission 
must have the broadest powers. 
But it disagrees with the Times’ 
diplomatic correspondent that it be 
made up merely of a group of ex- 
perts who would convey advice and 
conclusions to the governments in- 
volved. It also approves American 
press assertions that the commis- 
sion could become the “bridge” 
between the United States, Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union in 
Europe. 

The Soviet Union expects the 
commission to get to work im- 
mediately on specific problems 
concerning liberated enemy areas 
in Europe, the article suggests. 
The commission also is expected 
to regulate the political life of 
areas from which the Nazis are 
driven, to issue proclamations and 
instructions to the civil popula- 


tion and to control the execution 
of armistice terms. 

The commission can be guided, 
it suggests, by the experiences of 
the first days of the Italian 
armistice and can prevent future 
occurrences such as the escape of 
Mussolini and other high Fascist 
leaders. : 

No Bar to Benes’ Trip. 

On the question of bilateral 
agreements between the major 
powers and the smaller countries 
of Europe, and the possible effect 
these might have on postwar set- 
tlements, the journal sheds an in- 
teresting light. When Viacheslav 
M. Molotov went to England in 
1942, it says, Anthony Eden pro- 
posed that both should refrain 
from signing agreements with 
governments-in-exile until the con- 
clusion of the war. 

Molotov approved in principle 
but asked for “concrete proposals” 
which were not subsequently forth- 
coming. As a result, i* says, no 
actual written or oral agreement 
was concluded : Ithough it suggests 
the door is not closed for future 
action. Consequently, there are 
no “obstacles” in the way of the 
proposed visit to Moscow by 
Czecho-Slovakian President Edou- 
ard Benes, which has been can- 
celed or delayed. 

Analysis of American press com- 
ments on Soviet relations suggests 
that the Soviet Government is 
keenly aware of their significance. 
United States isolationist group 
campaigns cannot be ignored, it 
admits, because this press is con- 
nected closely. “with influential 
capitalist circles” and because of 
the mass circulation of its princi- 
pal newspapers. “The poison” of 
their arguments, it says, is spread- 
ing widely. | 

On the other hand, it says, there 
are other influential organs, which 
reflect public opinion and foreign 
policy of the United States, and 
are directing a policy toward co- 
operation with the U, S. S. R. 


Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons Sept. 22 that the British and 
Soviet governments had decided 
jointly not to make any postwar 
agreements with any of their 
European Allies “for the present.” 

Answering a question about the 
proposed trip of President Edouard 
Benes of Czecho-Slovakia to Mos- 
cow to conclude an agreement with 
Russia, Eden said Benes had been 
informed that the “British Gov- 
ernment understood that both gov- 
ernments held the view that it 
was preferable for neither of them 


to conclude any such agreement’ 


for the present.” He said Russia 
also had been informed and that 
Benes’ trip had been postponed.

isn't easy now, either. But, look—” 
and he pointed proudly to the ma- 
terials on the floor before him. 

The shortage of manufactured 
goods is still acute, with civilians 
chiefly affected. The soldiers, and 
especially the officers, look su- 
perbly shod and dressed—and well

Only Uruguay, diminutive buffer) 
state across the River Plata ‘can 
match it in that respect, Just as 
in the United States, whether one 
comes from California or Georgia, 
Maine or Texas we yet think of 
national problems together, and 
are all Americans. So in Argen- 
tina whether they come from 
Neuquen or Misiones, from Cor- 
doba or La Plata, the people have 
lost their exclusively regional in- 
‘terests and are all Argentines. 


Contrast With Others. 


This contrasts with the rest of 

South America. Too often, thick 
pathless jungle or huge, barren 
precipitous mountains divide prov- 
ince from province. The easiest 
communication from north to 
south Brazil or north to south 
Chile is still by sea. 
" Many people who live only 100 
miles apart never see each other. 
Their contact with the central 
government, with the capital, is 
only through the tax collector. 
Each village is concerned only 
with producing enough food for its 
own feeding. It has nothing to 
sell and can buy nothing from the 
next village 100 miles away. 


In economic terms, these coun- 
tries have not achieved a division 
of labor which by specialization 
produces more than can be in- 
dividually consumed and _ thus 
make for commerce, 

Argentina has achieved to a 
large extent that division of labor, 
This is shown by its ample ex- 
portable agricultural produce and 
by its industries, in Buenos Aires 
and other cities. For example 
Mendoza wines buy Chubut wool 
spun in Buenos Aires, Rio Negro 
apples buy Buenos Aires sanitary 
gadgets, both operations being 
handled by Argentine banks, 


Integrated Nation. 


Argentina is” an integrated na- 
tion, rather than an agglomeration 
of provinces given a more or less 
misleading name in geography 
textbooks, 

Thus it is no longer a colonial 
country. By producing for itself, 
capital is accumulating in Argen- 
tine bank accounts, and Argentina 
no longer thinks and acts as it did 
before. 

That’s what lies at rock bottom 
of Argentine nationalism. Unfor- 
tunately for Argentina, the nation- 
alists identified themselves with 
the Axis, supported the Axis 
against the Allies and accepted Axis 
money, The alliance was patently 
spurious, for the Axis had no in- 
terest whatever in Argentine na- 
tionalist hopes. The Axis was only 
out to beat the Allies on the re- 
mote and very subordinate battle-

His mines were in the surf and he sat there and waited for us. There 
was no other way.

But gradually, what 
with the naval ships firing and the determined holding out of recently 
green troops and the coming of our reserves from the sea, the picture 
has changed. Now the invasion fleet lies in comparative safety off 


the shore and the beach is secure, 


The sea has been smooth during 
the whole thing. Any storm would 
have made it more difficult, but 
the sea has been kind to us. It 
is as slick as silk and littered for 
many miles with little twinkling 
C ration cans floating in the sea 
and glittering under the sun. The 
wate is oily, too, and there are 
bits of wreckage floating every- 
where and all the garbage of this 
huge fleet, the crates and cans and 
bottles and debris that men have 
the ability to scatter about. 

Near shore the cruisers and bat- 
tleships continue to fire, but now 
their guns are elevated and they 
fire over the mountains at targets 
unseen from the sea. 


Command Ship Protected. 

The command ship lies pro- 
tected in the middle of the in- 
vasion fleet. She is a floating radio 
station. From her all the orders 
have gone out and to her all the 
news has come in. And the staffs 
are brutally tired. This has not 
been the usual thing. The com- 
mand ship has been bombed at 
constantly. Her crew has been 
alerted every half-hour in the 24. 
The bugle is blown and then the 
boatswain’s pipe over the loud- 
speaker and then the crackling 
horn that means battle stations. 
Then tired staff officers have put 
on their helmets and their life- 
belts and made for the deck for 
their assigned stations, while the 
antiaircraft roared over their 
heads and the bombs came down 
and burst the water into the air. 

Not many German planes have 
got through the air cover, but some 
have and nearly every one was 
after the command ship. Théy 
save straddled her with bombs.

And this has been going on for 
four days. No one has had any 
sleep. What has made it even 
worse, the Jerry planes have been 
talking to each other on their 
radios and not bothering to code 
their messages.

They know 
that if they get this ship they may 
get the controlling brains of the 
whole operation. 

There are very tired Colonels 
and Generals on board waiting for 
the order to go ashore and estab- 
lish headquarters. They will feel 
much better when they are ashore, 
It is not nice to be aboard the.

Other ships about her have been 
blasted, but not the command. The 
feeling aboard has been that the 
luck is getting pretty thin and

Went Too Fast. 

The history of the last few years 
suggests that Argentine national- 
ists have gone too fast and too vio- 
lently. Argentina still needs much 
foreign capital to'develop the coun- 
try, and by antagonizing it now 
may scare it away. By siding im- 
mediately and fully with the Allies, 
Argentina could probably have 
built large dollar and sterling bal- 
ances and simply bought rather 
than coerced the foreign owned in- 
dustries within the country. 

As it is now, the violence of Ar- 
gentine nationalists may have lost 
to the country the support of for- 
eign capital. If so, their present 
revolution came too early in his- 
torical terms, - 


In addition, Argentina’s equivo- 
cal attitude during this war has 
lost it untold prestige. In its po- 
sition as leader in South America, 
Argentina is disliked and feared 
only slightly less than the United 
States. 

In the long run, if Argentina 
can hold to its present nationalist 
trend and can survive alone, Ar- 
gentine ownership of its now for- 
eign owned railways, banks, ports, 
public utilities and mines may pro- 
vide the training required for the 
establishment and successful oper- 
ation of new industries and thus 
increase the wealth of the country.

“It is at one with them in their re- 
solve to free themselves from the incubus 
of the alien monarchy of Savoy, from 
priestly domination, from the perversion

of capitalist government that would 
make them the sweated slaves of specu- 
lators and big business. There is no 
possible freedom for Italy unless it is 
an integral part of the world revolu- 
tion.” 

The Italian Socialist party has pub- 
lished its program, from which the fol- 
lowing quotation is very illuminating: 

“Italian democracy, if it is not to be 
fictitious and illusory, must not be limit- 
ed to the political field.

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DESIGN FOR A NEW LIQUOR RACKET. 


The business of liquor retailing is being forced 
out of the hands of legitimate dealers, and into the 
hands of racketeers, just as inevitably now as it was 
during the years of the Noble Experiment. Unless 
something is done about it, we are going to have 
an ugly situation to cope with. Arriving at a sensi- 
ble solution is not going to be easy, and it is there- 
fore a good season for suggestions. 

The supply of liquor available to retail customers 
is extremely low, and the demand is extremely high 
and probably increasing. The situation places a 
strong temptation upon the legitimate retailer to 
go in for racketeering. Faced with the startling 
prospect of empty shelves, he is likely to look with 
more than usual complacency on the idea of making 


{ as much money out of his existing stock as he can. 


Already there have been reports of retailers charging 
soldiers and other out-of-towners any price they think 
they can get by with. In Missouri and neighboring 
states, prices demanded for a pint of whisky have 
ranged as high as $6 in licensed stores ‘and $10 boot- 
leg in dry territory. . Liquor is not a necessity, and 
the prices therefore are not so important of them- 
selves, but when they become excessive they also 
become dangerous because of the opportunity they 
offer for profits in crime. 

Conditions encourage the rise of bootlegging. Al- 
ready, bootleggers can buy liquor from legitimate 
dealers and sell it at a handsome profit. As more 
and more demand converges upon a smaller and small- 
er supply, no one knows what fantastic prices may 
not be commanded by a racketeer with a case of 
whisky. 

A further inevitable result will be a flourishing 
traffic in illicit distilling. An increase in moon- 
shining is reported by the Alcohol Tax Unit in 
Georgia, with the encouragement of the fancy prices 
of $10 a gallon wholesale and $20 retail. This is 
approximately four times a normal retail price. 

From here, it looks as if we were heading into 
something like the liquor racketeering that went on 
during prohibition. It is not easy to say offhand 
how that distressing probability is to be avoided. 
Several things might help. 

One possible help would be resumption of whisky- 
making for a brief period to build up stocks, if and 
when war requirements will permit. Last month 
WPB talked of allowing the distillers, who have made 


only industrial alcohol for almost a year now, to | 


resume the making of whisky for a very brief time. 
After several conflicting statements about the facts, 
WPB -announced recently that no whisky-making 
would be allowed. Military requirements were said 
to have increased—which would be a good and suf- 
ficient reason for WPB’s decision. WPB also made 
it known the War Food Administration had coun- 
seled that, in view of the campaign for increased 
food production, use of grain for whisky would be 
“bad psychology” now. This would not be a good 
reason for the WPB decision; liquor racketeering 
is worse psychology still. 

Another possible help would be rationing. One 
of the difficulties about rationing ig that the .legiti- 
mate liquor dealer would continue to be unable to 
compete with the licensed racketeer and the outright 
bootlegger unless supplies to him were maintained 
at a certain minimum, The Government might find 
it impossible to maintain the necessary minimum 
on the shelves of stores without regulating the flow 
of supplies from wholesaler to retailer. Regulation 
might even be found to'be contingent upon some 
rebuilding of the stockpile through new manufac- 
ture, 

While no one means offers the hope of doing 
everything, anything that is accomplished will be 
that much more than is being accomplished now.

us into nothing but trouble. 
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A REACTION AGAINST BOND-DRIVE BALLYHOO. 

Many citizens, we are convinced, share the feeling 
of the Detroit Free Press that there has been too 
much ballyhoo in the war bond campaigns. As that 
newspaper points out, in the editorial reprinted in 
our Mirror of Public Opinion today, the Government 
did not depend on emotional recruiting to gather 
an Army of eight million men. Neither, as the 
Post-Dispatch said a few days ago, does the Treas- 
ury depend on circus stunts to bring in voluntary 
payments of income taxes, 

This war is deadly serious business, in fighting it, 
in raising the money to support our forces and in 
keeping down inflation at home. Dramatizations 
and entertainments have their place in war, to be 
sure, but certainly the success of a vital financial 
operation should not have to depend on spectacular 
schemes for inducing people to put money into the 
world’s soundest investment, bonds of the United 
States Government. 

Each successive bond drive, whether it goes over 
easily or bumps wearily along,.offers another argu- 
ment for supplanting the ,.emotional-appeal method 
by a system of forced savings. 
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A Republican congressional committee wants beef 
released from rationing. If anyone in this country 
has a right to beef, it ought to be the Republicans, 
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MR. VINSON TALKS SENSE ON TAXES. 

There's no doubt that the House Ways and Means 
Committee is between a rock and a hard place on 
the question of a tax measure which will raise the 
additional money needed to carry on the war and 
combat inflation and at the same time won't deliver 
a knockout blow to the citizen's pocketbook. 

But it is to be hoped that the committee, which 
seems to be turning sheep’s eyes toward what cer- 
tainly is one wrong way out, a Federal sales tax, 
will not turn deaf ears to the sensible argument 
made by Economic Director Vinson against such a 
plan. 

The New York Board of Trade had gone briskly 
before the committee and proposed a 10 per cent 
retail sales tax, estimated to yield six billion dollars, 
which would “allow no exemptions.” In other words, 
this proposal, apparently offered as a substitute for 
the Treasury’s 10-billion-dollar tax program, Would 
not exempt any of the necessaries, such as bread, 
for example. The white-collar workers, the men and 
women at factory machines would bear the new tax 
burden almost equally with the high-income groups. 

Backing this proposal was the old and out-at- 
elbows argument that a sales tax mops up excess 
spending power and so holds down the inflationary 
process, 

Then up stepped Mr. Vinson. He declared flatly 
that the sales tax wouldn’t do anything of the sort. 
Substitution of the 10 per cent tax for the adminis- 
tration program, he said, would make it impossible 
to hold the line on inflation. It would simply in- 
erease the pressure for wage and farm price boosts, 
he asserted. And so it would. 

As Edmund Burke said. “To tax and to please, 


no more than to love and be wise, is not given 
to men.” The taxpayer does not expect to be pleased 
—he knows the wartime tax need—but he does ex- 
pect a tax plan which is fair and follows the prin- 
ciple of ability to pay. The 10 per cent Federal sales 
tax is not fair. 
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A MOVE FOR FAIRER REPRESENTATION. 

The redistricting proposal introduced in the Con- 
stitutional Convention by Alroy S. Phillips of St. 
Louis is a move to correct inequities arising from the 
1901 gerrymander, which has virtually disfranchised 
a majority of the citizens in legislative affairs. 

Under the present districting, it is possible for 
Senators representing 32 per cent of the State’s pop- 
ulation to defeat legislation desired by all the others. 

An example will make this clear, Populous St. 
Louis County has only one Senator, and must share 
him, moreover, with Franklin and Gasconade coun- 
ties, St. Louis County’s 1940 population wag 274,230, 
The Twelfth District, five small rural counties in 
Northeast Missouri with a population of only 45,640, 
also has one Senator, Thus, St. Louis County has 
only one-sixth the representation in the State Senate 
that the Twelfth District has. 

The Phillips proposal would divide St, Louis 
County into two districts and‘so give the county 
two Senators, or one for each 137,115 persons. That 
number is only 25,802 more than the theoretically 
proper number of 111,313 persons for each district 
and is the widest divergence in the proposed dis- 
tricting. 

On the whole, the plan appears to divide the State's 
34 districts fairly evenly both politically and from 
a standpoint of population. 

The 1901 gerrymander was engineered by Demo- 
crats. Republican leaders, however, oppose any sort 
of redistricting on the purely partisan theory that 
they expect to control both the Senate and Housé 
after next year’s election. If they should win con- 
trol, they would be in a position to attempt a gerry- 
mander of their own. 

But the voter, whose interests are at stake, need 
only remind himself that since the Constitutional 
Convention is evenly divided politically, any redis- 
tricting plan approved by the delegates naturally 
should be fair from the political point of view. And 
it should, above all, equalize the present unfair rep- 
resentation setup. 

An excellent provision of the Phillips proposal 
would force redistricting every 10 years by requir- 
ing that all Senators be elected at large if the Legis- 
lature does not pass a new districting bill at the 
session following each decennial census. That would 
take care of the situation which has resulted in no 
redistricting for more than 40 years. 

In one respect, however, the Phillips proposal 
is open to objection. It would retain the formula 
under which the size of the House is determined and 
so would tend to perpetuate inequalities of the sys- 
tem which gives rural areas representation dispro- 
portionately large on the basis of population. This 
is a matter which should receive careful attention 
of the convention committee to which the proposal 
is referred, with a view of changing it. 
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AN AIR-FORCE HINT TO THE PROPHETS. 

The words of our military leaders have warned 
against the over-optimism that inspires predictions 
of Allied victory in four months, or sometimes by 
Christmas, The same warning is conveyed by the 
plans of these leaders, so far ag they can be publicly 
known, One clew as to what the chiefs of the Army 
Air Forces think about the duration of tie war can 
be found in the program for expansion of aviation 
cadet training. 

At the present time, in St. Louis and over the en- 
tire country, Air Forces officers are conducting a 
campaign for recruits among youths beginning at 
age 17. Note the length of time required before a 
boy who is now 17 gets into active service: He 
signs up now, but he ig not subject to call until he 
reaches 18, After that, he may obtain a deferment 
up to six months to complete his school semester. 
He then goes to a college or university for a five- 
month preparatory course, Next come four weeks 
of general Army training. Specialized instruction 
then follows: 27 weeks for a bombardier, 33 for a 
navigator, 36 for a pilot. 

Thus, it is possible that many of the youths who 
sign up now as cadets will not be commissioned for 
almost three years, That time schedule gives a hint 
as to how far ahead the Army Air Forces are look- 
ing in making their plans. Alongside such a pro- 
Kram, conceived by men who know what the job 
ahead really is, the prophets of victory-by-next-Tues- 
day look more than a little ridiculous. 
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LOUIS MILLER’S UNDELIVERED ORATION. 

Missouri Republican leaders are still trying to 
clarify, explain, justify, cover up and generally 
whitewash the episode of the loaded Willkie ques- 
tionnaire that backfired. Their latest attempt comes 
ostensibly from Washington, in the form of an ad- 
dress which Representative Louis E. Miller of St. 
Louis, one of the questionnaire’s signers, was sup- 
posed to deliver in Congress yesterday. 

We say “ostensibly from Washington” because the 
speech, all 11% single-spaced pages of it, was re- 
leased to newspapers on letterheads of the Missour! 
State Republican Committee, As it turns out, Mr. 
Miller will be unable to make his speech until Mon- 
day, but the text is in the record now, thanks to the 
diligence of the committee. Its sponsorship shows 
clearly that this labored discourse is the official ex- 
planation of the impasse. 

No doubt about it, Mr. Miller's ————— 
sored manuscript comes out swinging—swinging in 
all directions, It delivers right jabs to Willkie, a 
few lefts to Freedom House and the New Republic, 
then some solar plexus jolts to Henry Luce, Gardner 
Cowles and “the international banker, Mr. Thomas 
Lamont.” It lugs in “Union Now,” the dictionary, 
Thomas Jefferson, Communism and the fact that 
“our Party in 1863 struck the shackles of servitude 
from the hands of millions of Americans.” . 

Then, after lambasting Willkie for dodging the 
issues, associating with dangerous anti-nationalists 
and espousing “neo-liberalism” (this seems to be 
something worse than Anarchism), the speech turns 
around with soothing flattery for the 1940 candidate 
and assurances that nobody wanted to embarrass the 
gentleman or put him on the spot. Indeed, it says, 
“We have long admired him”; Missouri Republicans 
would work for him again if he got the nomination; 
they wouldn’t do anything now that would hurt his 
chances of election if nominated, and they think 
answering their questions frankly would help him 
get the nomination. 

After this new outburst, surely some rank-and- 
file Missouri Republican will take due steps to see 
to it that, from now until after Willkie speaks here, 
no party leader opens his mouth again and puts 
his foot in it.

Ballyhoo i in the War Bond Drive 


Mistake was made in using emotionalism instead of hard practicali- 


ties in campaign, Detroit newspaper says; Government doesn’t try 
to raise armies by circus methods, it points out; adoption of com- 


pulsory savings would end need for blatant and prolonged appeals.

HE third war loan went over the top, 
T as everyone knew it would. Yet reports 

indicate that purchases of Series E and 
other long-term, small-denomination bonds 
by individuals, which were expected to ac- 
count for about one-third of the 15-billion- 
dollar total, fell short of the Treasury’s 
hopes.. The loan was a success chiefly be- 
cause of large corporate investments in it. 


The drive is over, and the reasons for the 
failure of this phase of the campaign 
should be examined. | 

Certainly no blame rests on the tens of 
thousands of men and women who volun- 
teered their time and effort to persuade in- 
dividual citizens to buy war savings bonds 
to the limit of their ability. They deserve 
great credit. That applies throughout the 
country. 

The mistake, which was made by higher- 
ups, was in basing the appeal to the gen- 
erality of Americans on emotionalism in- 
stead of on hard practicalities, 


Real Reason for Bonds. 


The primary purpose of this borrowing, 
as Treasury officials admitted in the be- 
ginning, was to fight price inflation, an- 
other term for rising costs of living. War 
profits and wages have swollen the national 
income to new heights, at a time when the 
volume of goods for which this money an 

e spent is reaching an all-time low. The 
Government sought to lessen this threat to 
price controls by recovering, through the 
sale of bonds, a large portion of the sur- 
plus income before it could be used to give 
the price spiral another.upward spin. 


Why was not the emphasis of the drive 
placed on this legitimate and understand- 
able objective? Why were the people told 
that the money was needed for quite dif- 
ferent reasons? Why was their intelli- 
gence insulted by representing to them as 
fact what they knew to be fiction? 


Americans no longer have to be gold on 
this war. They realize the full implica- 
tions of defeat. The millions in this coun- 
try who have husbands, sons and sweet- 
hearts in the armed service haven’t scanned 
the casualty lists for nearly two years now 
without learning what war is or determin- 
ing to do their full share to get their loved 
ones home again at the earliest possible 
moment. 


Shouts and Radio Din. 


Attempting to sell bonds to these people 
by circus methods was rubbing salt into 
open wounds. They were shouted at on 
street corners and blared at from the radio, 
day in and day out and far into the night. 
They were importuned to buy bonds to pay 


for arms and ammunition to shorten the 


war and thus save lives! They resented 
what they knew to be not true. 


Americans are not so dumb that they 
don’t know that this war will go on wheth- 
er or not they buy bonds, That is not the 
only means the Government has of financ- 
ing it. Congress can, and if necessary will, 
tax every dollar out of every pocket in the 
nation to win this war of survival. 


Adult Americans don’t like to be treated 
as immature children, who have to be 
tricked into doing their duty. They resent 
attempts to fool them. The fact that they 
ba@we done as well as they Pave in spite of 


the technique of persuasion employed upon 
them is to their credit. 


When a greatly expanded Army became 
necessary, we didn’t depend on emotional 
recruiting to raise it. We forthwith adopt- 
ed conscription. An incalculable amount 
of oratory would have had to be expended 
to drum up eight million fighting men. 
The result, too, would probably have been 
failure. 


Value of Forced Loans. 


Compulsory saving or lending, if adopted 
for raising revenue and fighting inflation 
at an early stage in our war effort, as was 
widely recommended, would have made re- 
sort to emotionalism as a fiscal instrument 
unnecessary. The Treasury insisted that 
it could achieve the same end through vol- 
untary bond purchases encouraged by high- 
pressure salesmanship. 


The administration and Congress have 
not had the courage to treat dollars and 
civilian man power as roughly as they did 
the men they wanted on the firing lines. 
They conscripted the latter. With an eye 
on the polls, they have carefully avoided 
the word “compulsion” with respect to 
loans or to war workers. 


The tardy sanction given in the Treas- 
ury tax plan to, the principle of forced 
loans augurs well for the future. We may 
be approaching a stage when the politi- 
cians in Washington will take the war, in 
which we have everything at stake, as 
seriously as the people back home do. 


When and if another war loan is 
launched, we hope that the arguments used 
to put it over will be anchored to reality. 
The money is in the country. Those who 
have it, if they are wise, will invest as 
much as they can in the soundest securi- 
ties in the world.

One landlady is re- 
ported to have inqtired of the mother of an 
eight-month-old, “Does the baby cry?” and, 
when informed that it was normal in this re- 
spect, declined to take the mother and child. 


Do street cars and trucks roar by? Do 
shifting engines puff and blow and occa- 
sionally sound their whistles? Do fire en- 
gines and trouble wagons dash by with 
sirens screaming? Does automobile traffic 
make a continuous noise through most of 
the night? Then let's have no street cars, 
no trucks, no locomotives, no fire engines, 
no trouble wagons and no automobiles. 
That is the only logical conclusion, if crying 
babies stand condemned. It is conceivable 
to have a civilization without fire trucks, 
etc., but where would we be without babies? 


Why single out innocent babies and deny 
them roofs over their heads? They had no 
choice about coming into this world.

OL, CLAIRE L. CHENNAULT and his 

chief of staff, Harvey K. Greenlaw, had 
the difficult job of making a deadly fight- 
ing unit out of the Flying Tigers, the Amer- 
ican aviators in China. This group of 
youngsters liked to fly and wanted adven- 
ture, and had a thirst for combat. How 
the development of the unit was accom- 
plished, the difficulties that had to be over- 
come and the excitement that went with it, 
are all told in this diary of the American 
Volunteer Group, written by Olga Green- 
law. In December, 1941, Col. Chennault made 
her an official member of the group. Her 
job was war diary statistician and editor of 
the A. V. G. News. 

Being an editor was not her only job. She 
was foster mother, companion and sincere 
friend to the entire outfit, doing her best 
to keep up their morale under the most har- 
rowing conditions that could be imagined. 
These few flyers, who were responsible for 
the destruction of 600 Japanese planes, Who 
fought valiantly and sacrificed their lives 
to give China its first ray of hope, deserve 
all the praise and glory that Mrs. Greenlaw 
gives them, and more, 

Many interesting people visited the unit 
during that year. Among them, Mme. Chiang 
Kai-shek stands out most clearly. The au- 
thor describes her as a brilliant, intensely 
patriotic woman, who fully appreciated the 
value of the A. V. G. 

The author writes in a clear, witty, almost 
masculine ‘style. Throughout the book one 
has the feeling that there is much that she 
is holding back of both a military and per- 
sonal nature. She has made an obvipus 
effort to keep the book a strictly accurate 
account of the activities of the group, and 
also to give a personal picture of her own 
life on the fighting front. The result is a 
series of highlights well,in keeping with 
the hectic tempo of wartime living.

tary of the Treasury by Woodrow Wilson.

SHALL WE GOVERN GERMANY? 


T 


they surrender. The answer 


HE question to which the Allies must find the answer at Moscow 
is what kind of armistice do we intend to give the Germans when 


to this question is the key to the 


future of Europe and of the grand alliance of the United Nations 


throughout the world. 


If we agree on a righteous and 
workable policy for Germany, we 
shall be able to face all the other 
questions of the settlement with 
confidence. If we disagree on 
Germany, we shall become hope- 
lessly divided everywhere. 

In regard to the German armi- 
stice the critical point is, I submit, 
whether, and if yes, then for how 
long a time and in what way, the 
Allies mean to occupy and govern 
Germany with their armies. Dis- 
armament, the punishment of war 
criminals, the liquiddtion of the 
Nazi party and of the military 
caste and of German economic im- 
perialism, reparations, will have 
to be enforced. The question is 
whether it is desirable and neces- 
sary to enforce our terms by occu- 
pying and governing Germany for 
a considerable period of time. In 
other words, must we and should 
we govern Germany in order to 
control Germany during the pro- 
bationary period?

In the Western countrfes it has 
generally been assumed that we 
must occupy and govern. We do 
not know with certainty the Rus- 
sian view. But there are several 
indications—their sponsoring the 
free German committee and their 
disapproval of AMG, our plan for 
the military government of occu- 
pied territory — which give us 
ground for thinking that the Rus- 
sians may not believe in an Allied 
occupation and government of. 
Germany. 

Now there are compelling rea- 
sons why Americans, and also the 
British, should have an open, and 
indeed an hospitablt mind, to the 
idea of controlling Germany with- 
out a prolonged occupation and 
military government. We _ shall 
want to concentrate as quickly as 
possible our whole military energy 
upon the quickest possible defeat 
of Japan, and we shall not wish 
to maintain armies in Europe any 
longer than we have to. But be- 
yond that, it is evident, I believe, 
that to occupy and govern as big 
a nation as Germany is a most 
formidable undertaking, and to 
carry it out for a long period of 
years by the united action of our 
complicated alliance would call for 
a degree of unanimity and daily 
co-operation which we have n 
right to count upon. ' 

Therefore, provided there is an 
alternative to prolonged occupa- 
tion and government, the pre- 
sumption is in favor. 

a : * 


Remote Control. 

HERE is, I believe, an alter- 

native. It is’to fix the Ger- 
man frontiers finally in the armi- 
stice itself, to enter Germany for 
the purpose of disarming her, of 
arresting the criminals, of recov- 
ering the loot, and of making visi- 
ble the reality of her defeat, and 
then to retire outside the frontier 
except perhaps to hold the astra- 
tegic gateways and certain strate- 
gic economic resources such as 
the Ruhr and Silesia. Since Ger- 
many will then be defenseless on 
the ground and in the air and at 
sea, moderately sized forces sta- 
tioned within easy striking dis- 
tance of Germany would be quite 
capable of imposing our will upon 
any German government. 

But in addition, standing out- 
side German territory, we could 
take under control all means of 
communication between Germany 
and the outside world—her ex- 
ports and imports and her external 
finances, the ingress and egress of 
Germans, the censorship of mails, 
telegraph and radio, the move- 
ment of ships, railways, and high- 
way transport. Thus Germany’s 
foreign relations would be under 
Allied control. 


The advantages of substituting 
external and remote control for 
occupation and government are 
many. The most important, I be- 
lieve, is that it relieves us—the 
Allies—of the. direct and visible 
responsibility for solving the des- 
perate problems which Hitlerism 
and defeat will bequeath ‘to the 
German nation. , 

If we occupy and govern, it will 
not be lohg before the Germans, 
and indeed people everywhere, 
will begin to hold us rather than 
Germany accountable for the 
trouble which Germany will be in. 
They will forget Hitler and the 
military defeat, They will be 
thinking only of us. 

If, on the other hand, we occupy, 
and then govern through a free 
German republic, the free Germans 
will be our puppets. As puppets’ 
they will be tainted. Because they 
will not easily make Germany 
prosperous and happy, they will 
be discredited. Worst of all, we 
shall merely postpone, without 
solving, the question of how the 
Germans are going-to learn to 
govern themselves decently. Is it 
not better to make the Germans 
face the German problem at once, 
in its severest and most direct 
form, instead of giving them the 
shelter and protection of an Allied 
occupation and military govern- 
ment? 

. . * 
Up to the Germans. 

T may be said that if we draw 

an iron circle around Germany 
and then compel the Germans to 
settle the internal problems of 
Germany there will be civil war 
and chaos, the economic recupera- 
tion of Europe will be delayed. 
Maybe so. But does anyone think 
the Nazi regime can be liquidated, 
not merely temporarily driven un- 
-derground, unless the Germans 
themselves liquidate it? As for 
chaos, certainly there are good 
Germans. But will they ever be 
good enough Germans until they 
have done what every other free 
people has done, until] they them- 
selves have won their liberties? 
We can prevent the Germans from 
destroying our liberties. But Ger- 
man liberty must be won by Ger- 
mans. Military government merely 
evades and postpones the issue. 

As for the _ recuperation of 
Europe, what confidence can any- 
one place in it if Germany’s part 
in it is directed by Allied soldiers? 
Is it not evident that as soon as 
the occupying forces leave, all of 
Europe will tremble at what may 
happen, the whole artificial settle- 
ment will be in turmoil 10 or 15 
years hence? 

Last, but not least, if we adop 
the plan of external rather than of 
internal control of Germany, we 
can concentrate our efforts and 
our resources upon the reconstruc- 
tion of non-German Europe. This 
is imperative. The Germans have 
ruined the economy and are deci- 
mating the population of their 
neighbors, Our _ first concern 
should be to see to it that France, 
Poland, Scandinavia, the Low. 
Countries, Central Enrope and the 
Balkans, are enabled to recover 
and to become strong before Ger- 
many is readmitted as an equal. 
Otherwise Germany, though she 
loses the ‘war, will eventually win 
the peace. 

If we govern Germany directly, 
we shall inevitably become con- 
cerned to govern it, well. It is 
much more important, and it is 
essential justice, that non-German 
Europe should be restored before 
Germany is restored. The method 
by which we exercise external con- 
trol of Germany ig also the method 
by which we can most surely see 
to it that Germany’s victims are 


taken care of first.

SCHOOL FNANGE GROUP 
BACKS NEW PAY PLAN 


for Reclassifying 1190 Non- 
Teaching Workers. 


Adoption by the Board of Educa- 
tion of the. proposed reclassifica- 
tion plan for 1190 non-instructional 
, employes of the board was rec- 
ommended last night by the Fi- 


nance Committee meeting in the 
Board of Education Building. The 
session was the last at which major 
revisions could be made in the 
plan. 

Salaries of 136 employes would 
be increased by a total of $5704 a 
year and no salaries would be low- 
éred “at least for the duration of 
the war” under the revised plan, 
which calls for only $1044 to be 
paid by the board, the difference 
being met by school lunchroom 
profits. : 

Designed to insure equal pay- 
ment for similar duties in all de- 
‘partments of the school system, 
the schedule of classifications was 
presented by Comptroller James J. 
Lee last May 11 and has since 
been modified at 10 meetings of 
the Reclassification Committee. 
The board will act on the Finance 
Committee’s recommendation when 
it meets next “uesday. 

Wage increases for 94 employes 
and decreases for 144, in the in- 
terests of economy, were provided 
for in the original study, which 
would have resulted in a saving of 
$12,776. Changes in the plan were 
made in the last five months after 
heads of departments explained in 
detail to the reclassification com- 
mittee the differences between 
duties of employes. These changes 
called for additions to the payroll. 

Changes in reclassification of 
positions from Lee’s proposals to 
the recommendations of the re- 
vised plan were estimated last 
night at less than 10 per cent by 
Lee himself and at between 6 and 
8 per cent by Fleischli and Mervyn 
E. Wiethaupt, secretary and treas- 
urer of the board. 

Other recommendations adopted 
by the finance committee included 
plans for investment of school 
funds and the taking of a pupil 
census. 

Increased revenue of about $54,- 
000 over a period of 12 years will 
accrue to the board through adop- 
tion of a proposal to sell low-in- 
terest, tax-exempt Missouri road 
bonds and reinvest in United States 
Government series G registered 
bonds, it was estimated by Wiet- 
haupt. 

He explained neither type of 
bond was taxable if held by the 
board, a state subdivision, and that 
the road bonds,. tax-exempt when 
held by anyone, are now in de- 
mand by private individuals, 

A saving of.$10,000 in the taking 
of a pupil census required by Mis- 
souri law in St. Louis every five 
years can be effected, Wiethaupt 
estimated, through distribution of 
enumeration forms along with ap- 
plications for ration book No. 4 at 
the end of this month.

SAM KURTZ, U. S. Navy, who lost both legs and was 
saved by |2 transfusions of Red Cross Plasma, has this 
to say:

Kenneth Manthorne, a 19-year-old freshman at Dart- 
mouth, left college to join the Marines. Mantherne 
stopped a bullet that pierced his abdomen and lodged 
in his spine, paralyzing both legs. They carried him to @ 
hospital bleeding to death. An operation was essential 
but would have been fatal in his condition. 


Fifteen minutes after they took him off the stretcher, e 
double transfusion of plasma was pumped into his veins. 
Two hours later he got another double shot. Three hours 
later, in the early dawn, the doctors decided to operate. 
Manthorne came through. Today, with the bullet wound 
repaired and his spine fixed, motion is coming back inte 
his legs. 


Bill Sullivan, 18, Seaman Second Class, went through 
three battles unscratched. Then, in the battle of the 
Coral Sea, the Japs dropped a bomb on his ship. 


"There were 20 of us, the gun crew of a I.l battery, 
We didn't see the bomb coming, but when it hit—well, 
one of the 20 was untouched, three of us were wounded, 
and the rest were dead. Then we got orders to abandon.

Just Bill Sulliven, half his body 
blown to shreds. A couple of officers found him, helped 
him to a floating timber, and he hung on with one arm,

Five times in the next 24 hours they pumped more plasma 
into him, Three days later they gave him another pint. 
Finally, they could risk an operation. They em 
his foot, fixed his arm, and took out the shrapnel, keep- 
ing him alive with more plasma.

ATTAGK REVEALS 


Germans Beaten Off 
With Heavy Losses, 
Communique Says — 
Axis Convoy Destroyed. 


CAIRO, Oct. 8 (AP). — British 
occupation of the island of Simi, 
25 miles nortn of German-held 
Rhodes in the Dodecanese, was 
disclosed today with the announce- 
ment that a German attempt to 


retake the island was beaten off 
with heavy !osses. 

A Middle East communique to- 
day told of this operation, but 
made no mention of the situation 
on Cos (Coo) in the Dodecanese, 
which was occupied recently by 
the Allies and attacked over the 
week end by German forces who 
later claimed control cf the 23- 
mile-long island. 

Simi is about halfway between 
Cos and Rhodes off Western 
Turkey. 


The communique telling of the 
attack on Simi said prisoners were 
taken during the German assault. 

The announcement said Allied 
light naval forces also destroyed a 
German convoy and its escort in 
the Aegean Sea yesterday. The 
communique did not disclose the 
size of the forces involved in the 
action, 

Royal Air Force heavy bombers 
Tuesday night attacked the air 
field at Maritza, on Rhodes, scor- 
ing direct hits on hangars and 
touching off violent explosions 
which were followed by fires, the 
communique continued. 

An enemy encampment near 
Kattavia, Rhodes, was machine 
gunned, while the harbor at Sy- 
ros and the air field at Kastelli, 
on Crete, were bombed, the dis- 
patch from Middle East headquar- 
ters added. All operations were 
carried out without loss, 


British Said to Have Landed in 
Cyclades Island Chain, 


ISTANBUL,. Oct. 7 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Unconfirmed reports re- 
ceived here today said that Brit- 
ish forces have landed in the Cy- 
clades Islands in the Aegean be- 
tween the Dodecanese and the 
Greek mainland. 

The reports did not specify 
which of the Cyclades had been 
attacked. 

(The Cyclades group includes ap- 
proximately 200 islands extending 
for about 100 miles into the Aegean 
southeast of Athens. The south- 
ernmost of the group is approxi- 
mately 100 miles north of German- 
occupied Crete.) 

In the past two years the Ger- 
mans have converted a number 
of the Cyclades into air baseg. The 
islands also provide ports for 
packs of smal] submarines which 
the Germans brought overland and 
bases for a fleet of small combina- 
tion sail and motorboats on which 
the Germans largely depend for 
carrying supplies to Crete. 

The Greek church metropolitan 
Ireneos of Samos, was revealed as 
the fighting leader of the liberated 
Greek island of Samos, copies of a 
proclamation which reached Bere 
today showed. 

The proclamation, addressed to 
the population, declared Ireneos 
would lead resistance to any Ger- 
man attempt to regain the island, 
which lies off the Turkish coast 
north of the Dodecanese.

LIFE IN MOSCOW 
GROWING NORMAL 
AS WAR RECEDES 


Continued From Page One. 


American farmers generously con- 
tributed and were sent by Russian 
War Relief, made possible the 
enormous increase in individual 
gardens. -And the Russians re- 
member this gift and appreciate it. 

With the front no longer close 
to the capital, Muscovites are per- 
mitted to travel on their rest days 
as far as the trains can take them, 
so that they can buy from the 
peasants not only vegetables but 
cheese, butter, honey, buckwheat 
flour and millet grain. The Musco- 


vites are energetically stocking up 
for the winter. 

American lend-lease goods are 
well known here, especially pow- 
dered milk, powdered eggs, sugar, 
dry beans, lard—of which Russians 
are very fond—and canned meats. 
Interestingly enough, the Russians 
never tire of praising not only the 
foods but also the way they are 
packed. “So practical, so beauti- 
ful,” said one housewife with en- 
thusiasm. With pride she showed 
the empty cartons and cans which 
she is saving. No Russian would 
think of throwing them away. 


More theater groups are return- 
ing to Moscow. The Vakhtangov 
Theater was blown up by a bomb 
in the early months of the war, 
and its group, which was evacuated 
to Tomsk, in Siberia, has come 
back to the capital. The Kamerny 
Players, who had been performing 
at Barnaul, Siberia, are on their 
way here. Other leading theaters, 
ballets and orchestras in the capi- 
tal are performing before crowded 
audiences, 


Kuibyshev, which was the pro- 
visional capital at the time of 
Moscow's great danger, is now only 
a memory and has sunk back to 


the position of a none too attrac- 
tive provincial town, 


Concert Tickets Scarce. 


Tickets for concerts, theaters 
and the ballet are difficult to buy 
unless ordered weeks and months 
in advance. Because of the mid- 
night curfew, performances start 
at 6 o'clock. But hours earlier, 
crowds gather outside, eagerly 
and pleadingly searching for some 
one who might have an extra 
ticket or one he did not expect to 
use. Unoccupied seats in Moscow 
theaters are as unthinkable as 
unsold meat or butter in Moscow 
shops. 


No less crowded are the films. 
Lawrence Tibbett in “Rogue Song” 
is a sensation success here. I 
have heard people say that they 
had seen it a dozen times and 
expected to see it again. Often 
enough, one can hear the tunes 
played and sung in private homes. 


The schools and _ universities, 
which had been hastily packed off 
to Siberia, the Urals and Central 
Asia, likewise are returning to 
Moscow. As a result the streets 
are enlivened by increasing num- 


bers of young people, One of the 
first things returning students do 
is to rush off to the exhibition of 
captured German armament. It 
is an amazing exhibition, lacking 
few of the weapons the Germans 
used on the Russian front. Most 
prominent and drawing the larg- 
est crowds are the 60-ton Tiger 
tanks. 

Slowly but markedly, Moscow is 
again acquiring the appearance 
and spirit of a capital.

Spud Chandler, Yank right- 
hander who beat the Cards in the 
opening game and generally was 
expected to start again Sunday, 
worked three games at Sports- 
man’s Park and won all three, the 
Jast two by shutouts. In 27 innings 
there Spud was touched for 24 hits 
and only three runs. 


The Cardinals made four errors 
yesterday to run their total of mis- 
eues for three games to eight. 
Last year the Redbirds made 10 
boots in five games, with four 
errors in the fifth game. The dif- 
ference between then and now: 
They won last year and lost yes- 
terday. 


Johnny Lindell, who charged 
full speed into Whitey Kurowski 
and made him drop the ball for 
the Yanks’ big break in the five- 
‘run eighth inning, suffered a 
chipped tooth in the _ collision.

Quips From the Hope Chest 


The plot of “LET’S FACE IT,” the FOX feature picture, 
is strictly from burlesque. It is about three men who put 
their wives out to pasture while they go chasing “floozies,” as 
they are referred to in the picture. Put the plot another way, 
it is about three wives who go 
chasing soldiers “to make their 
husbands jealous.” The soldiers 
are Bob Hope and two friends. 

Complications in the plot are 
two. One, the three soldiers have 
girl friends who don’t like the idea 
of sharing their beaus. Two, the 
three soldiers don’t like the three 
wives, but are being paid $200 to 
hold still for the chasing. 

To say that much of the dia- 
logue that goes with the plot has 
more double meanings than Con- 
gress has double chins is an un- 
derstatement. 

It is a good guess that “Czar” 
Will Hays, whose job is to trim 
horns off of films that act up, Was sound asleep when this 
movie was made. : 


Mr. Hays asleep could easily be a good thing. But as it 
is, so bald as much as ribald are many of the situations and 
quips that only Hope keeps the picture from being hopeless. 


Cutting Up With Hutton 


Here's a sample of the quips, a large number of which are 
mouthed by Hope with the unblushing assistance of Betty 
Hutton, his co-star and a vocal Symnast of no mean caliber. 

Hope: “If you expect me to carry On an affaire de coeur, 
I can’t do it.”

Hope: “Because I don’t know what it means.” 

Here's another sample. This sample's short. Somebody 
has belched. Somebody asks: “Where did YOU get gas after

draft board, “they got me into this.” Another soldier says he's 
going to keep on drinking until ZaSu Pitts, one of the wives,

then laughs in her own face, Etc. And one soldier says, “We 
can't get romantic with women we've never seen before.

The only original quips in the picture, the only clean ones, 
too, by a strange coincidence, come toward the end when Hope 
and the boys find themselves on the deck of a submarine and 
Hope looks down the periscope into the face of a Nazi.

Then he turns the periscope sights around 
and the sub runs ashore into protective custody of the United 
States Coast Guard. 

“Shame on you,” says Hope to the U-boat commander. 
“Wait'll the paperhanger hears of this.” 


A Musical "Phantom" 


After corppleting a number of years as a musician in the 
orchestra of the Paris Opera Company, Erique Claudin is dis- 
charged from the orchestra's service. He has been secretly 
financing music lessons for Christine DuBois, an obscure singer 
in the company. He tries to continue to finance her lessons by 
selling a concerto he's composed. The sale doesn’t go off, In- 
stead, acid is flung into Claudin's face, He becomes demented. 
After which he assumes the role of fiend, and commits a num- 
ber of murders before he’s killed finally. 

That, in brief, is the story of “THE PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA,” which opened yesterday in technicolor at the AM- 
BASSADOR., It will be remembered that this was a great pic- 
ture of the industry's silent days, starring the late Lon 
Chaney as the phantom, Chaney, whose role was not nearly 
so unsympathetic as his string of murders would indicate, 
gave his part the maximum of horror. Naturally, there was a 
minimum of musie. Things are a lot different in this picture. 

With Nelson Eddy and Susanna Foster in the cast, and 
with the advantages of all modern improvements; the picture 
is heavy on music. With Claude Rains playing Claudin, there 
remains a lot of horror in the picture, but it’s been 
prettied up a bit. But if Rains isn’t as horrible as Chaney was, 
he’s still as interesting an actor. His portrait of the phantom 
makes for a most enjoyable picture. 

There’s an° inaccuracy in the musical end of the picture 
which may be worth mentioning. Opera sung at the Paris Opera 
is always in French, according to word to this department 
from this newspaper’s music critic, Thomas B, Sherman, But in 
the picture, there’s a piece of Tchaikovsky “opera” that’s sung 
in Russian, The “opera” sung isn’t opera either, but is based 
by the studio on the composer's Fourth Symphony. However, 
it still sounds and looks better than most “real” opera, 


“Murder,” They All Said 


“THE UNKNOWN GUEST,” playing the 8ST. LOUIS, is a 
murder thriller with a somewhat new slant in finales. What 
the new slant is would not be fair to say, as the producers 
obviously intended it to constitute a surprise for the customers. 

But it is all right to put out this teaser—that (a) the ending 
proves a surprise all right; (b) some customers liked the turn 
of the surprise well enough to clap hands, and (c) some cus- 
tomers didn’t like the surprise at all and said “Aw!” in loud 
disappointed voices. 

This reviewer was among those who liked the picture well 
enough. It had a nice casualness about it even when it was 
working hard, was sufficiently fresh in its manner, had genuine 
suspense in spurts, and tried to please the taste as well as feed 
the kitty. The fact that the picture resembles the recently- 
seen “Shadow of a Doubt” and “Journey Into Fear” in some of 
its devices isn’t too important a resemblance against it. 

Victory Jory, as a refugee to a resort 150 miles from St. 
Louis from a San Francisco gang of killers, is a cross in looks 
between Humphrey Bogart and Walter Pidgeon, according to 
remarks heard in the lobby. And the reviewer thinks so too. 
But Jory has much merit in his own right and mostly he looks 
like himself. His performance is tops. 

Pamela Blake, a curvy newcomer to leading roles, plays the 
part of the overly inquisitive country girl who takes care of the 
resort. She’s tops too, a good actress as well as looker. 

Our own dear city figures in some of the action, by the 
way. Ah, but it was good to hear this metropolis referred to 
as St. Louis rather than as St. Loule, as barbarians from out- 
side our city limits so often do. Residents of Paul street here 
may also be pleased to hear that their street’s name was chosen 
from all our street names to be immortalized, 

Companion piece at the FOX is “THE GOOD FELLOWS,” 
comedy based on a play by George S. Kaufman. Second feature 
at the AMBASSADOR is “LARCENY WITH MUSIC,” with 
Allan Jones, “the greatest voice since Pavlowa,” according to 
Leo Carrillo, also in the time-wasting cast. Second movie at 
the ST. LOUIS is “HERE COMES KELLY,” which is hokum 
but not bad at all.

What's more fun than making 
a cake, making an applesauce 
cake? Wait till you smell the 
spicy cdor, see the red-gold color 
and find the batter climbing in 
the pan to a feathery-light texture! 
Melted marshmallows with raisins 
on top instead of in the cake make 
the frosting. 


Apple Sauce Cake: 

One and three-quarters cups 
cake flour, one teaspoon baking 
goda, one teaspoon ground cinna- 
mon, one-half teaspoon ground 
cloves, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup shortening, three-fourths 
cup sugar, two eggs, one cup 
unsweetened apple sauce. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 3 
times with soda, spices and salt. 
Cream shortening well, gradually 
blend in the sugar. Add the whole 
unbeaten eggs, one at a time, 
beating mixture until light after 
each addition. Stir in the apple 
sauce, add flour gradually, mixing 
thoroughly. Pour batter into 2 
greased 8-inch cake pans. Bake at 
350 degrees Fahrenheit for 25 
minutes. Spread marshrfallow fill- 
ing between layers and lightly 
sprinkle top with confectioners 
sugar. This cake will stay moist 
and is easily packed in lunches. 
It has no top frosting to stick to 
the wax paper wrapping. 

Marshmallow , 

Ten marshmallows, quartered, 
one-fourth cup .raisins, two tea- 
spoons cream, two tablespoons 
chopped nuts, one-half teaspoon 
grated orange rind. 

Put marshmallow and raisins in 
the top of a double boiler and 
steam over hot water until the 
marshmallows have melted. Re- 
move from heat and thin with 
the cream.

Exercise as 
Treatment 


For Disease

ORRECTIVE, or therapeutic, 
(exercises consist in the scien- 

tific application of bodily move- 
ment in treatment of disease or 
malfunction. It is a much neglect- 
ed subject in medical practice 
partly because medical students 
and internes during their years of 
training are not taught it very 
often, or very intensively. 

The impression is also left that 
they require a special room or 
gymnasium and special teachers. 
Yet the underlying principles are 
very simple—a patient can be 
taught to use them in the bedroom 
or in the back yard—and for many 
conditions they are far more val- 
uable than swallowing a. three- 
times-daily dosage of medicine, 
which the body has to dispose of 
some way.

THE GENERAL principles of 
therapeutic exercises were devel- 
oped more or less independently 
by Delsarte, in France; Ling, in 
Sweden; and Jahn, in Germany. In 
America students from the lowest 
grades to college—when the exer- 


' cises are most beneficial—as well 


as athletic instructors, have been 
inclined to regard these turn- 
verein exercises as too- monoto- 
nous and _ uninteresting and have 
preferred sports. But a reaction 


‘is on the way, was on the way be- 


fore the war, and war with its 
setting-up exercises is speeding it. 
Sports often produce one-sided de- 
velopment, or actually break down 
instead of building up. At any 
rate corrective exercises do not 
kill anybody, in contrast with the 
mortality of football. 

The best use of these corrective 
exercises is preventive rather 
than curative and lies in the field 
of posture. The ideal is a well- 
rounded physical development 
which the -whole body shares. This 
is not entirely an artistic or aes- 
thetic ideal because poor posture 
alone leads to many functional 
disease states. Round shoulders, 
lateral curvature of the spine, jut- 
ting neck, head carried on one side, 
overdevelopment of one leg or 
arm, may be factors in chronic 
arthritis, neuralgia, eyestrain, dis- 
location of the abdominal organs 
and functional dyspepsia of many 
varieties,

THE CENTER of gravity of 
the human. being is the second 
lumbar vertebra, which is about a 
hand’s breadth below the last rib. 
The line of gravity runs from just 
in front of the ankles, upwards 
through the front part of the knee, 
through the hip joint, upwards to 
a point just at the junction of the 
spine and the skull. 

Anything which throws this line 
off balance—such .as bad sitting 
posture at a school desk, for in- 
stance—creates a loss of equilib- 
rium. With loss of equilibrium the 
body does not fall, but attempts 
to prevent it by muscular activity. 
When the line of gravity is off, 
this muscular activity is* neces- 
sarily a muscular strain. When 
the line of gravity is thrown back- 
wards—a very common form of 
faulty posture—the muscles of the 
abdomen are thrown into spasm 
for correction, imitating various 
forms of digestive disturbance. 

This brings up the subject of 
the modern conception of the erect 
stance. Elin Falk, a Swedish gym- 
nastic instructor, in 1911 criticized 
the stiff “attention” position with 
shoulders thrown back and advo- 
cated easy, relaxed, erect carriage 
putting no strain on any group 
of muscles. This would seem to 
be the logical idea in striving for 
the most healthy posture.

A relatively small group of 
business men have been able to 
add four hours of work in local 
defense plants to their daily rou- 
tine. Schoolmaster Green, how- 
ever, has so perfected. his work- 
ing schedule that he sees nothing 
particularly unusual about his 
standard 16-hour working “day.” 

Here’s how he does it: at 7:30 


a. m., when most of us are getting 


up, Green leaves the Mines Equip- 
ment Corporation after a night’s 
work. By 8:45 a. m,, he’s had 
breakfast and is sitting at the 
principal's desk at Sherman 
School. - The school day is fin- 
ished at 3:30 p. m., but Mr, Green 
stays on to umpire baseball games 
and supervise the boys in the 
playground until 5 p.m. He then 
goes home to the Kings-Way 
Fiotel, has dinner, and turns in 
for a snooze until 10:45 p. m. He’s 
on duty at his war job by 11:30 
p- m. 


x * * 

Hard? Well, it would be for 
most of us. But Mr. Green says 
he’s getting along fine. The five- 
day public school schedule en- 
ables him to do a good deal of 
sleeping over the week end, and he 
confines his social engagements to 
Saturday nights. The thrill he’s 
getting out of increased produc- 
tion in hjs particular war job is 
compensation for the dinner in- 
vitations he can no longer accept. 

The life of a teacher, Mr. Green 
thinks, is made up of concentrated 
work at any time. Many attend 
summer school to achieve higher 
degrees or keep abreast of modern 
educational methods. It sometimes 
takes many successive summers’ 
work to attain the desired credits, 
and the process often eats deeply 
into the teacher’s savings. 

“I worked all night this past 
August 31 at the plant,” Green ex- 
plains, “but I also worked through

the night of August $1 in 1942, 
cramming for four final examina- 
tions at the University of Chicago. 
I was a good deal more tired from 
the studying in 1942, than from the 
physical labor at the plant this 
year.” 

Green started work last June as 
a common laborer at the Mines 
Equipment Company, and his first 
job consisted of lifting heavy coils 
onto a reeling machine. The new 
worker, says his plant foremen, 
William E. Albrecht, proved un- 
usually industrious and conscien- 
tious about his job, and seemed to 
have the knack of handling people. 
Green kept his identity a secret, 
and it was only:recently that Al- 
brecht discovered that his new 


plant man had taught his own son, 
now a Navy flyer, at the Peter 
Herzog School. 

Green is working his way up at 
the war plant. He had been on 
the job only a few weeks when he 
was placed in charge of 29 other 
workers. Recently he has been 
made supervisor of the reeling de- 
partment, over 200 employes. His 
superiors in the plant are unani- 
mously enthusiastic about his 
work. 

A native of Philadelphia, Green 
has lived in St. Louis for the past 
22 years. He came here as a grad- 
uate of Wesleyan University in 
Middletown, Conn., to teach at The 
Principia School. He entered the 
public school system in St. Louis 


about 20 years ago, as principal at 
the Peter Herzog School. He later 
taught at the Monroe School, and 
was transferred to Sherman School 
this fall. Disappointed when he 
failed to qualify physically for 
some branch of military service, 
he decided to contribute to nation- 
al defense by working in a war 
plant, 


~*~ * * 


Part of the school _teacher- 
defense worker’s duties at the 
Sherman School include supervi- 
sion of outdoor exercises and 
games for the older boys. Always 
a devotee of sports, Green enjoys 
this opportunity to keep in the 
fresh air part of the day. He still 
recalls with keen pleasure being 
the pitcher on his college baseball 
team and one of the high points 
of his student career was the day 
he pitched against the Yale team 
and held them to a low score. 


~ It is much easier, he says, to win 


the confidence and respect of 
growing boys on the athletic field 
than it is in the classroom. “The 
best way to teach children or 
adults the importance of rules is 
through athletics,” Green believes. 
“I've seen the boys who were re- 
calgitrant in the classroom and 
who most often played truant, 
straighten out into staunch little 
citizens once they gained confi- 
dence in some sport. I think our 
fighters abroad have to make a 
game out of their jobs, too. You've 
got to win for your team—not for 
yourself.” 

The philosophy of playing the 
game is a strong argument for bet- 
ter morale among defense workers, 
Mr. Green fhinks. “It’s the realiza- 
tion that a day off will mean vital 
delay in total production that 
makes you report for duty six 
days a week.” 


There are times when it is hu- 
manly impossible to keep to his 
schedule of 16 hours’ work, four 
and a half to five hours of sleep 
daily. For instance, one Friday 
evening recently, Green had to 
attend a meeting of the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association at the Sher- 
man School at 8 p. m., then hurry 
to the Monroe School at 8:45, 
where the P.-T. A. there presented 
him a gift in appreciation of his 
years of service. The next day, 
Saturday, which he usually de- 
votes almost entirely to sleep, 
Green was called to a meeting of 
plant supervisors from the Mines 
Equipment Co, to discuss greater 
efficiency in working methods. 

It’s all a matter of thinking in 
terms of 24 hours instead of 16 
or 18, according to Principal Green. 
He says you never know what you 
can do ’til you try.

A Bid Open

LAYERS who insist on holding 
P partners’ bids open, if only to 
conceal their own weakness, 
have no grounds for complaint if 
they meet the fate that North met. 
in the following deal: 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South West 
1 club Paas 
3notrump Deuble Pass 
Redouble Pass Pass 


The contract of three no trump 
redoubled had a most unhappy 
ending. West opened the heart 
queen, declarer won and laid down 
the diamond king. Naturally, West 
allowed this to hold, and looked 
closely for his partner's follow-suit 
card. There is a conventional sig- 
nal to be used in situations of this 
type When dummy has a suit 
without an outside entry, one de 
fender is supposed to “tell” the 
other precisely how many cards 
he holds in dummy’s suit. This 
is done by means of playing the 
lowest card from precisely three, 
or a higher card from any other 
holding. Thus, when East fol- 
lowed to the diamond king with 
the deuce, West knew that declarer 
had started with either two or four 
diamonds. Hence, when the sec- 
ond diamond was led, West went 
right up with the ace. If declarer 
had two diamonds, there was no 
need to hold off; if declarer had 
four diamonds, it would do no. 
good to hold off. It may be seen 
that the use of convention kept 
dummy from taking even one trick. 


To make a sad story short, the 
defenders collected two hearts, one 
spade, one diamond, and two clubs 
for a total of 1000 points. 


The sort of response made by 
North in this case is, even today, 
too much in vogue. Players who 
make this sort of bid are actuated 
by two so-called reasons: First, 
they fear a short club suit in part- 
ner’s hand, and second, they fear 
that a pass would reveal too much 
weakness to the opponents and 
permit them to reach a favorable 
contract.

pressive. North should have passed 
out one club without a second 
thought.
